IF ANY DOUBT EXISTED ABOUT GOV- 
* eroor A! Smith'* attitude towards prohibition, he 
cleared it up in his formal acceptance speech. If he 
shall be elected President of the United States next 
November, he will do his best to "preserve, protect 
and > defend the Constitution." But in accordance 
with the constitutional duty imposed upon him he 
would “recommend to the Congress” such measures 
as he may judge "necessary and expedient." He 
believes there should be changes in the Eighteenth 
Amendment and he will advise Congress accordingly; 
"it will then be for the people and the representatives 
in the national and state legislatures to determine 
whether these changes shall be made." 

Competent observers in the last few years have 
advanced many arguments in support of their con¬ 
tention that the people of the United States will 
not sanction any interference with the Eighteenth 
Amendment. They point to the prosperous condition 
of the greater part of the American people, the 
number who own their own homes and automobiles, 
and the size of savings bank deposits. They .point 
to the influence of the younger generation which, 
except in rare instances, is a stranger to alcohol. They 
consider that these factors combined are strong enough 
to discourage a change m any form. Governor Smith 
is a believer in temperance and justifies his attitude to¬ 
wards prohibition in this way: 

We hare not achieved temperance unrter the 
prevent system. The mothers end rethera or young 
men and women throughout this land know the 
anilety and worry which have been brought to them 
by their children s use of liquor In a way which , 
was unknown betore prohibition. I believe In rever¬ 
ence lor law To-day disregard or the prohibition 
law is insidiously sapping respect foe all law. I 
raise, therefore what I profoundly believe to be a 
great moral issue Ineolvtng the righteousness of 
our national conduct and the protection, of our 
children's morale. ‘ 

The "wet" and "dry" issue now is fairly joined 
between the two presidential candidates. Mr. Hoover 
is implacably "dry.” Mr. Smith is on the other 
side. There are "wets" and "dry*" in both politi¬ 
cal camps. Are all the prophets to be confounded? 
Not so very long ago we would have hesitated to 
predict a‘ “wet” Ontario. A surprise may be in 
store for us across the border. 


were m opposition sire impracticable. For example, 
some of them promised radical reductions in taxation, 
although the leader himself in his manifesto was very 
cautious on this subject, as well as on other matters 
with which he dealt in that document. 

As far as taxation is concerned, the Premier's 
difficulty will not be in trying to reduce it so much 
as in trying to prevent it from being increased. Cer¬ 
tainly there is not likely to be any reduction of the 
expenditure* upon public works, because there are 
thirty-five supporters of the Government who will 
tee to that. There can be no reduction in the fixed 
charges, and we still have the P.G.E. With us. 
Somebody suggested during the campaign that the 
Government might effect a saving by discontinuing 
its grants out of liquor profits, racing proceeds and 
other sources of revenue, to the municipalities. But 
if it did this the municipalities would have to increase 
their own taxation. In Victoria that increase woold 
be not less than three milb on the dollar, so that 
form of provincial economy would leave the situation 
as bad aa, if not worse than, it was before. 

A significant indication of the difficulty Dr. 
Tolmie is bound to meet in reducing expenditure is 
presented by the composition of his cabinet, his first 
official act as Premier. In that cabinet are nine 
mnusten in receipt of salaries, including himself, fhe
